ly been decided to set up a National Committee to guide and

(a) To advise the Government of India on all matters 
relating to tho programme of universalisatlon of 
elementary education for 6-14 age-group 

(b) I'o icvicw the pi ogress of implementation of the 
programmes, m particular m the nine educationally 
backward States of Andhra Pradesh, Assam, Bihar, 
Jammu & Kashmir, Madhya Pradesh, Rajasthan, 
Uttar Pradesh, Orissa and West Bengal 

(c) To oversee the implementation of the centrally 
sponsored sector scheme on cxjsenmental projects of 
non formal education. 

(d) To secure coordination between Central and State 
Governments, among the various governmental and 
seml-govemmcntui agencies and between official and 
non-official agencies, in the implementation of the 
centrally sjxmsored sector scheme 

(e) To review and evaluate fiom time to time the pro- 
gress of implementation of the scheme.
